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PAPER FOR PERSHING’S TROOPS 


Will Be Published Weekly and De- 
voted to American News. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (By A. 
P.).—The War Department has ap- 
proved plans for the publication in 
France of a,weekly newspaper for 
the American troops. The paper, en- 
tirely devoted to American news, 
will be known as the Stars and 
Stripes, and will be published every 
Friday behind the American lines 
under the ,direction of the intelli- 
gence section of the American expe- 
ditionary forces. 

In addition to matter sent_by its 
own correspondents in this country, 
the army newspaper will have access 
to a daily radio report of 1400 words 
now supplied by the Committee on 
Public Information to the French 
Government. feature service for 
the Stars and Stripes also will be 
furnished by the Committee on Pub- 
lic Information, and arrangements 
have been made with 2 syndicate for 
a weekly cable service. 


GERMAN HANGARS UNDERGROUND 


Built as Protection Agains British 
Bombing Raids. 

AMSTERDAM, Feb. 20 (By A. P.). 
—The German army is constructing 
underground hangars for its air- 
planes as. protection against English 
bombing raids, says the Echo Belge. 
At one of the principal Belgian aero- 
dromes, hangars of this type capable 
of housing 12 machines have already 
been completed by the use of war 
prisoners labor. 

The hangars are of great depth 
and are protected overhead by a 
thick roof of concrete and earth. 
The machines are underground and 
emerge by a long runway = in full 
flight. In returning they alight on 
the inclined plane, down which the 
machines run easily to their shelters.

The bulb business, 
which has been seriously hit by the 
war, offers such poor prospects that 
many growers have partly aband- 
oned bulb planting and taken to 
vegetable raising instead. Extensive 
vegetable drying sheds have arisen 
alongside the canals where in pre- 
vious years banks of multi-colored 
tulips and hyacinths delighted the 
eye.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. Feb. 20. 
—The actual value basis for tax as- 
sessments, recommended by _ the 
State Tax Commission and adopted 
by. the assessors in their returns 
covering 90 per cent of the real prop- 
erty in the State, does not meet with 


the approval of some members o! 
the State Board of Equalization, it 
has been learned, and is likely to 
be:repudiated by the Board When it 
meets here Feb 27. 

The Tax Commission, which was 
created by the last Legislature and 
has only, advisory functions,.recom- 
mended the actual value assessments 
and assisted in determining the 
values only after Gov. Gardner had 
promised to call a special session of 
the Legislature to reduce the State 
tax levy to such a degree that under 
the new system the total property 
tax would be'no higher than at pres- 
ent. In view of this arrangement it 
was conceded tha@the initial advan- 
tage that would result from the new | 
basis. would be uniformity through- 
out the State. The Tax Commission 
will recommend increased assess- 
ments in these counties which have 
not adopted this actual value basis. 

Board Has Sole Power. 

The State Constitution. gives the 
Board of Equalization sole power to 
raise or lower assessments as report- 
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Commission has been co-operating 
with local Assessors wherever the 
latter were willing, and in some cases 
has recommended inereéases over the 
assessments returned by the Asses- 
sors. This work will be effective only 
if approved by thé State Board of 
Equalization. 

The Board of Equalization is com- 
posed of Gov. Gardner, Attorney- 
General McAllister, Secretary of 
State Sullivan, Auditor Hackman 
and Treasurer Middlekamp. The at- 
titude of some of these members un- 
doubtedly will be fnfluenced by their, 
political status and ambitions. 

Gov. Gardner, of course, is the 
champion of the actual value plan, 
having recommended it and urged 
the creation of the Tax Commission 
to put it Into effect. Auditor Hack- 
man declares that he will support 
the new tax laws. 

McAllister Leads Opposition. 

Attorney-General McAllister is 
conceded to be the leader of opposi- 
tion to the.tax reform. He declined 
to say definitely, however, what po- 
sition he would take on the increases 
recommended by the Tax Commis- 
sion. 

“I cannot answer that question,”’ 
he said, “until I know what are the 
valuations by counties and classes of 
property. If the State Tax Commis- 
sion has confined its activities this 
tear to the discovery of intangible 
wealth which heretofore has escaped 
taxation, as was suggested to it by 
the State Board of Equalization last 
spring, then I will be prepared to 
ratify its work.” 

It is well known that the Tax 
Commission has not confined itsel? 
to the discovery of intangible 
wealth, as its principal work has 
been the determination of the ac- 


tual value of real estate. 
Great Diversity Pointed Out. * | 

McAllister questioned the work of | 
some Assessors, stating that there | 
appeared to be great diversity in the | 
assessments as returned by them to!

“The Assessors seen to have used 
a pencil and paper in making these 
assessments,’ he said.

AMSTERDAM, Feb. 20 (By A. P.). 
—In an address to the lower house

Former French Minister Says Presi- 


dent Can Become Leader of 
a World Democracy. 

PARIS, Feb. 20. (By A. P.)—‘The 
war aims of the Socialist party of 
France are identical with those of 
President Wilson,” said Albert 
Thomas, former Minister of Muni- 
tions, to the Associated Press just 
before departing for the inter-allied 
Socialist conference to be held in 
London. 

“President Wilson’s part can be 
much greater than the military ac- 
tion of the American army. By his 
international diplomatic action in 
support of his ideals—that is the 
supreme part which America has— 
President Wilson can become not 
only the leader of American democ- 
racy—but the leader of a world 
democtacy and I can assute you his 
a already is very consider- 
alle with’ the peoples of Germany 
and Austria.” 


DATE FOR SECOND DRAFT 
NOT SELECTED, SAYS BAKER 


Probable That Next Month Local 
Boards Will Be Asked to Forward 
Small Increments. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (By A. 
P.).—Secretary Baker authorized 
the statement today that no date 
had been selected for the beginning 
of the second draft. Various esti- 
mates have placed the time between 
March 1 and June 1. The Govern- 
ment’s disposition not to disturb the 
labor situation, particularly on 
farms at the planting season, is one 
of the factors entering into the sit- 

uation. 

The Provost Marshal-General’s of-

U.S. FLYER MISSING SINCE FEB, 10 


Indianapolis Man With French 
Seen Behind German Lines. 

PARIS, Fed. 20. (By A. P.)— 
Herschel McKee, of Indianapolis, an 
American aviator in the French  es- 
cadrille, has been missing since Feb. 
10 and is believed to be a prisoner 
in Germany. He left on,a ecouting 
expedition and was last seen flying 
at a high altitude beyond the Ger- 
man lines. A heavy gale was blowing 
at the time and probably forced him 
to land. 

Mckee is 28 years old and has 
been flying for several months. Re- 
cently he was proposed for ser- 
geant. 


SIAM CHANGES NATIONAL FLAG 


Famous White Elephant Is Replaced 
by a Tricolor. 
BANGKOK, SIAM, Feb. 20. (By A. 
P.)—The national flag, which used 
to be a representation of the famous 
white elephant on a scarlet ground 
has been replaced by a tricolor, com- 
posed of red and white stripes at 
each end, with a central blue stripe 
doubie the width of the others. 
The official announcement of the 
changes sets forth that it has been

~ VERDUN FINDS 
FRANCE READY 


Armies of Republic Much Strong- | 


er Than on Feb. 21, 1916, 
Especially in Big Guns.

BATTLE MAY BE LONG ONE 
—— 
'Germany’s Disappointing Attack 
on Meuse Proved First Success 
May Be Unimportant. 


By PAUL SCOTT MOWRER,

. Dispatch. 

‘WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
Feb. 20.—Tomorrow, Feb. 21, marks 
one of the great anniversaries of the 
war. On this date exactly two years 
ago the Germans began their great 
attack on Verdun and ‘during five 
anxious months the stubborn splen- 
dor of France’s heroic defense made 
the world marvel. Then in July be- 
gan the Franco-British attack on the 
Somme and the initiative passed out 
of the hands of the enemy. 

Verdun was the German’s iast 
great offensive effort on the western 
front. It cost the Kaiser hundreds 
of thousands: of men and, after 
arousing the wildest’ hopes in / the 
hearts of the German people, it re- 
mains for them the bitterest disap- 
pointment of the war. Now once 
more there is talk of a possible Ger- 
man offensive. After two difficult 
years the eyes of the German Gen- 
erals are again turned questioningly 
toward France in trying’ to see 
whether military success here is pos- 
sible. Personally I am certain that 
success on any large scale is impos- 
sible, as the allies are now far strong- 
er than they were two years ago. 

Battle May Last Long Time. 

At the same time, the battle, once 
begun, may last a long ‘while. A 
modern battle between adversaries 
intrenched in lines which do not per- 
mit flank movements is a battle of 
exhaustion. Its full consequences 
cannot immediately be perceived. 
The battle of the Somme lasted six 
months and would probably have 
been renewed after the winter lull 
but for the German retreat. 

The German attack on Verdun, be- 
gun Feb. 21, 1918, lasted séven 
months and stopped only b4écause 
the Germans were obliged to tfans- 
port most of their reserves and guns 
to the Somme to resist the allies. The 
battle of the Aisne, begun in April 
1917, continued until Octeber. It 
ended with the taking by the French 
of the Malmaison Plateau, which 
obliged the Germans, about a month 
later, 
Dames and retreat across the Allette 
River. 

The German offensive at Verdun 
was followed by a French counter of- 
fensive, which began in August, 1916, 
and’ continued intermittently 
throughout the following year, espe- 
cially in the great victorious attacks 
of Oct. 24 and Dec. 15, 1916, and 
Aug. 20, 1917. It is thus apparent 
that it is difficult to foresee what 
turn a battle may take, even if che 
enemy wins initial successes. 

Given modern conditjons it is al- 
ways possible that the first position 
may fall into the hands of a deter- 
mined adversary, however strong the 
defense. But after the first success, 
the depth of which is more or less 
fmited by the range of the guns en- 
gaged, the assailant if he desires to 
continue must advance his artillery 
and reinforce or replace the worn 
infantry. There ensues a lull in the 
operations, during which the defend- 
ers can bring up reserves, reinforce 
his own guns and make counter at- 
tacks. The assailant, having reorgan- 
ize@ his lines, must begin all over 
again under less favorable and pe- 
culiarly difficult conditions. Each 
new defensive position requires a 
new battle with vast supplies of 
shells and large numbers of fresh 
reserves. 

Early Advance Unimportant. 

Thus the success of the first days 
may be without significance The 
Germans at Verdun within three 
days advanced six kilomecers (3.6 
miles) on a 15-kilometer (nine-mile) 
front. Then they took four months 
and lost thousands of men in ad- 
vancing two kilometers (1.2 miles), 
and since then they have. been_los- 
ing ground. ‘The Italian army last 
fall had a hard time, but the Aus- 
tro-German invasion was stopped 
along the Piave. From “these ex- 
@mples the conditfons of the next 
great battle may be supposed with 
the difference, however, that France 
is much stronger now than in 1916, 
especially in heavy artillery. The 
English army has become equally 
formidable within the last two years. 
The French victories of the last year 
and al half have convinced the 
French soldiers of their superiority 
over the Germans. . These same vic- 
tories having given the high ground 
all along the front to the allies, leave 
the Germans in an unfavorable po- 
sition for beginning a new offenstve. 

It is therefore with absolute equa- 
nimity that France salutes the re- 
turn of the Verdun anniversary.

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FEDERAL PURCHASE OF 
MAL TUBES FAVORED 


Congressional Committee to 
Recommend That Systems Here 
and in Other Cities Be Bought. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (By A. 
P.).—Purchase by the Government, 
for dbout $4,000,000, of the leased 
pneumatic mail tubs systems in St. 
Louis, New York, Brooklyn, Phila- 
delphia, Boston.and Chicago, will be 
recommended by the joint congres- 
sional committee which has com- 
pleted an investigation and is pre- 
paring its report, it was announced 
today. 

The report of the committee ,de- 
clares the leasing and private opera- 
tion system defective. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission would fix a 
price not in excess of $4,432,000, de- 
clared to be the rplacment value. 

An amendment to the postoffice 
appropriation bill to provide for the 
purchase will be added by the Sen- 
ate Committee. 

Business Organizations Here. Favor 
Purchase of Tubes. 

At hearings held here recently on 
the question of pneumatic tube mai! 
service, business organizations have | 
favored the.purchase of the tubes 
now in use. Postmaster Selph has 
taken the position that the Govern- 
ment should not rent the tubes, but 
should buy them or supplant the 
tube service with automobile trucks. 

The present tubes extend from the 
Postoffice, Eigiteenth street and 
Clark avenue, to the Bridge Station, 
Third street and Washington ave- 
nue; to the Central Station, at Ninth 
and Olive streets, and from the lat- 
ter station to the bridge. The‘ total 
length is nearly two miles. The 
Government has paid the American 
Service Co. a rental of nearly $34,00% 
a year for the tubes. The purchase 
price fixed by engineers is $147,912 
of which $12,213 represents intan- 
gible values.

Trying to Keep Our Box 
Feet in Fighting Trim 
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“Trench Foot” Due to Exposure, Cost Allies 
‘Many Men Before They Learned to Deal . 
With It---"‘Heel and Toe” Battalions 
Doing Good Work. |

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Jan. 20.-—Napoleon 
said that an army tfavels on its 
stomach, but that was a metaphor. 


Still the question may be argued: 


whether in this war an army travels 
on its feet. Certain it is that there 
is much less marching and much 
more standing afound than was 
dreamed of in the military philoso- 
phy of 10 years ago. 

Careful study of the care of sdl- 
diers’ feet is no new thing in the 
American army, but now the army 
must approach the questi6n from a 
different angle. Heretofore the 
question was how to keep the men’s 
feet in sufficiently good condition to 
stand a lot of hiking; now the prob- 
lem is how to do the same thing with 
feet that must do a lot of standing. 
Trench warfare was-beyond our ken 
and one does not hike in trenches; 
one stands in them. 

The army here is approaching the 
question with two aims in view. The 
first is to insure that when men go 
into the trenches their feet shall be 
in as good condition as posable. The 
second is to be certain that when 
they get there their feet shall re-. 
main in as good condition as pos- 
sible. 

“Heel and Toe Battalions.” 

The first aim has been attained by 
the organization of what are called 
“orthopedic battaliéns,” which have 
been already facetiously christened 
“heel and toe” battalions. There is 
one of these battalions to every di- 
vision, each in command of a Major, 
who has had some expérience with 
the physical training of men and who 
has the advice of a foot specialist. 
The battalions are composed of all 
the men in the division who may con- 
tract foot troubles of a@ nature not 
serious enough to disqualify them for 
further military Service. 

Men with flat feet, fallen archés, 
ingrowing toenails, bunions, bad 
corns or other minor ailments find 
there the proper care and treatment; 
but most important of all, their in- 
struction in the art of fighting Ger: 
mans .goes on unimpeded. 

Take, for instance, the sethobetie 
battalion in a certain National Guard 
civision. It is commanded by an of- 
ficer of the New, York National 
Guard who is an athlete not unknown 
to the sporting pages and who as a 
one-time cavalry officer knows many 
tricks of the gymnasium. When he 
organized his orthopedic battalion 
the first thing he did was td give a 
little talk to his men. 

“There is nothing really the mat- 


ter with your feet,” he‘said. “Proper |- 


care will fix them up all right, and 


then you can go ahead and fight with |. 


the best of ’em. Nobody is going to 
be invalided home or put on kitchen 
police. You're going to have your 
feet fixed up and be taught how to 
fight at the same time.” 

The first day was devoted to a 
thorough inspection of the men’s 
shoes, as a result of which a good 
many received new shoes of size and 
width better suited to their feet.. All 
received also plenty of new socks 
which were of the proper size. Then 
they were set to work. 


Practice Wriggling Their Toes. 
Bright and early every morning 
the orthopedic battalion went 
through almost an hour’s drill of a 
character surely remarkable for 
fighting men. They stood first on 
their toes, then on their heels; they 
bent over and touched the ground 
without bending their knees, they 
bent their knees without touching 
the ground; then they lay on their 
backs and wriggled their toes, all to

culation. That, too, was rectified. The 
chiropodist was called in to operate 
on corns and ingrowing toenails. 
Many @ man who believed himself 
crippled has been cured. 

Se much for the work before the 
men go into the trenches, Once they 
get into the trenches the greatest 
care must be exercised to guard 
against trench foot. A good deal has 
been written and said about that 
malady, which got a specific name 
only in this war. It is exceedingly 
painful, and until they learned how 
to deal with it the Allies lost many 
a good soldier through it. It is sel- 
dom fatal, but frequently puts a man 
out of the war for good and all. 

The causes of trench foot are vari- 
ous. A general order recently issued 
on the subjéct gives some of them as 
follows: Insufficient nourishment, 
perticularly lack of hot food, lack. of 
sleep and general discomfort incident 
to service in the ¢renches, insufficlext 
changes of footwear, poor circulation 
caused by tight shoes or clothing, 
and especially, long standing or sit- 
ting in mud or water, without exer- 
cise, particularly when abner with 
exposure to cold. 

Trench Foot Preventives. 

To reduce to a minimum the oc- 
currence of trench foot, officers com- 
manding companies, battalions or 
regiments are made. responsible for 
the observance of every preventive 
measure. They are to see that the 
men have plenty of dry, clean, well- 
fitting socks, and at least one extra 
pair of shoes or boots dry and in 
good condition. Drying chambers 
must be provided in dugouts or else- 
where where wet garments may be 
dried and warmed the moment the 
men take them off, and rubber boots} 
or oversho¢és may not be worn 
longér than a few hours at a time. 
Officers are also directed to assign 
men to duty in mud and water as 
little as possible; no light task in the 
trenches. i

There was a little altercation be- 
tween the two Premiers over the 
question of Gen. Robertson’s failure 
to approve the Versailles plan. Finally 
Asquith said he did not quarrel in 
the least with the decisions of the 
Versailles council in respect to its 
functions. He took the view that the 
question at issue was a domestic 
matter and supported ‘the view that 
the military representative at Ver- 
sailles should be a representative of 
the chief of the genéral staff. 

It was felt, however, Lioyd George 
said tn his speech, that the néw exec- 
utive body at Versailles must know 
not only about their own armies and 
their own fronts, but also about al) 
conditions on all fronts and in all 
armies and in all nations. Versailles 
had become the repository of irnfor- 
mation of all fronts, all armies, all 
r.tionalities, all staffs and all for- 
men offices and that information was 
being co-ordinated by very able 
staffs. It constituted information 
which no single war office possessed. 

Haig Ready to Accept Plan. 

The Premier declared he was anx- 
ious that the Versailles afrangements 
be worked on whole-heartedly by the 
military authorities here and in 
France. He had had a talk with 
Field Marshal Haig, who said he was 
prepared to work under them. 

The arrangements were that the 
British permanent military adviser 
at the Versailles Council should be- 
come a member of the army council, 
that he should be in constant com- 
munication with the chief of the Im- 
perial General Staff and that he 
should be absolutely free and unfet- 
tered in the advices he gives as a 
member ef a board of military rep- 
resentatives at Versailles. He was 
to have the powers necessary to én- 
eble him td’ fulfill the duties imposed 
upon him by recént -Vérsailles de- 
cisions. 

“The Americans were in favor of a 
proposal by which the central body 
should be a councii of the Chiefs 
of Staffs,”’ said Lloyd George. ‘‘The 
casé@ put forward for it was tha® it 
was esséntial that each of the repre- 
sentatives should be In most intimate 
touch with his own Wer Office; hé 
must know about ma” power, moral 
and médical equipments, shipping 
and Foreign Office matters.” 


Plan Was Rejected. 


It also was felt that there wére 
serious constitutional objections to 
an inter-allied body coming to a de- 
cision affecting the British army. 
The council fully examined and dis- 
cussed this proposal, and, he added, 
it must be remembered that all of 
the Various representatives, civil and 
military were there, with the excep- 
tion of the Italian Commander in 
Chief. On examination the proposal 
completely broke down as unwork- 
able. 

One.of the reasons for the contin- 
uous sessions at Versailles was not 
merely because they had to take de- 
cisions but because they should be 
constantly comparing notes and dis- 
cussing the situation from day to 
day. 

“A council of the Chiefs of Staff,’’ 
said the Premier, “‘involved the cre- 
ation of another body, conflicting 
with the Versailles council. The 
moment we began an examination it 
became clear that functions which 
the executive body were to éxercise 
could not properly be performed by 
th Chief of Staff in various capitals. 
If the Chiefs of Staff stayed in Paris 
their Governments would be deprived 
for long periods of the advice of 
their principal military advisers. For 
that reason the Supreme War Coin- 
cil rejected the proposal with com- 
plete unanimity. 

The Scheme Adopted. 

“T think I am right in saying that 
the proposal was withdrawn. ‘Then 
it was suggested by M. Clemenceau 
that it was desirable for us to sep- 
arate and for each: delegation § to 
think out a plan of its own. It is 
very remarkable that, meeting sep- 
arately and considering the matter— 
quite independently we should have 
returned thé following tiorning with 
exactly the same proposal. And that 
proposal is the proposal which now 
holds the field. 

“T hesitated for some time wheth- 
er I should not read to the House of 
Commons the very cogént document 
submitted by the American delega- 
tion, which put the case for the 
present proposal.

Commenting on the Omaha dis-

“Our biggest problem,” he contin- 


'ued, “is to get the cars to move the 


potatoes. That is what we are work- 
ing on. 

“Just as soon as the railroads can 
get the cars we are going to see that 
large shipments of potatoes are 
brought into this market and there 
will be a material reduction in the 
price. The local committee has been 
devoting much of its time to this po- 
tato situation. The railroads say 
that the transportation situation is 
slowly improving and we hope to 
launch the potato drive in St. Louis 


within the next month or six weeks. | 


After the week’s campaign we may 
have one ‘potato day’ a week, s0 
that the entire surplus crop may be 
disposed of before the new one starts 
coming in in May.

This cream 
is said to be readily absorbed by the 
skin, besides being an efficacious 
remedy against blackheads, come- 
dones, pimples, etc. 

POOR.—To keep hair light: Get 
chamoinile leaves from druggist and 
steep tublespoonful in % pt. hot 
water: wash hair well, rinse and 
dry; then dip in the tea and dry’in 
sun; it may take several applica- 
tions to show results. * * * Hair 
turning gray: A physician writes: 
‘Take 10 drops tincture chloride 
of iron in wineglass of water, 
through a tube, after meals. Make 
a paste of tream of carbonate of 
iron, 1 dram; white vaseline 1 02z.; 
and apply a little to scalp at night, 
alternating each night with sulphur 
ointment. 

SAGE TONIC.—Take 2 tablespoons 
sulphur and mix with 5 cts.” worth 
glycerine. Get a package of sage 
and pour over it about a qt. boiling 
water: let stay on back of stove 
about 2 hours, and when cool drain 
into bottle and add sulphur and 
glycerine. Add small quantity of 
alcohol, just enough to keep tonic 
from souring. About 2 tablespoons 
will be plenty. Even if the sulphur 
is not all] dissolved, it is all right, 
for the sulphur in the tonic is what 
stops and cures dandruff. And 
dandruff is the cause of hair falling 
out." Rub scalp with the finger 
ends until it feels hot, and then rub 
tonic into the scalp.

MR. ANTWINE ON HOW TO WIN THE WAR. 


OT way to win the war is to first make 
sure that everybody is getting something 
out of it,’’ Mr. Antwine said. ‘‘* Thus, 
someone has calculated that the coal saved by the 
recent fuel order cost the manufacturers of this 
country $293 a ton. 

‘*Dr. Garfield offsets this unpleasantry by assur- 
ing us that the fuel order enabled us to coal and get 
off for European ports with supplies no less than 
480 ships. 

‘*He says it also made it possible for the railroads 
to recover fron} the paralyzing effects of the worst 
winter we have had in this country in 20 years, 
with the result that steel shipments, which had de- 
creased to a degree endangering the conduct of the 
war, recovered, 

‘‘Yet there is sullenness over the fuel order, and 
elements of the population which did not make any- 
thing out of it are angrily estimating their losses. 
It is a sore spot. 

‘‘Mr. Wilson expresses beautifully the national 
ideals, but I am afraid he is.not practical enough. 
The war should be conducted in such a way that 
everybody will get something out of it. That would 
at once popularize it and make victory certain. 


‘‘T regret that I can't tell him how he can do this.”.

It is said that the peasants were 
amazed and startled at the first 
sight of half-naked warriors, com- 
ing at top speed from a bit of 
woodland. Each period of vio- 
lent exercise is followed by one of 
quiet, easy movements. At the

blame lack of care irstead of poor 
quality of the timepiece when an 
unreasonable number of minutes 
are gained or lost. Good results in 
correct time-recording can be ob- 
tained by observing a few simple 
rules, writes A. K. Jamilton in the 
Lllustrated World, Chicago. 

Wind your watch at the same 
time every day, if possible, where 
it can be compared with and reg- 
ulated by a standard chronometer. 
It is better to wind it twice a day, 
but this is of no benefit unless it 
be done regularly. Absent-minded- 
ly turning the stem at frequent 
intervals during the day is harm- 
ful. When winding hold the watch 
still and turn the stem at an even 
rate. The iast few turns should be 
made siowly to avoid a jarring 
strain on the spring at the end of 


surface saves it from many ab- 
rupt shifts due to sudden move- 
ments of the body. The vest pocket 
is a better resting place at night 
than under a pillow. This keeps 
the watch in the same position 
throughout the 24 hours. but the 
vest should not be exposed to great 
changes of temperature. 

It is best not to open the back 
of your watch at all, but never do 
it out of doors where dust and grit 
may fly in. Tobacco ashes are just 
as bad. If there are any repairs 
to be made consult a watehmaker. 
Some watches may run for years 
without going to the shop, but 
they should be oiled at regular in- 
tervals. One-tenth of a drop will 
lubricate it, but this tiny amount is 
am necessary as the greater quan- 
tity the auto demands.
